German  Refugees  Are  Given 

Temporary  Haven  After 
Weeks  on  High  Seas 


ANTWKRP,  June  IT  (/P).  —  The 

five-week  voyage  of  307  Jewish  emi- 
grants from  Germany  in  .search  ol  a 
new  homeland,  with  eager  hopes 
turned  first  into  tragic  disappoint- 
ment and -then  desperation,  ended 
happily  as  the  Hamburg- Amerlka 
liner  St.  Louis  docked  today  in 
Antwerp.  , 

All  were  happy  at  escaping  a  re- 
turn to  Germany,  where  they  left

ACROB6  the  aeaii,  like  gulls  on  Ihe 
Wing,  flocked  the  ships  of  many  na- 
tions, to  N  '  ka.  The  news  of  (he 
rich  harvest  reaped  tjy  the  men  of  Cook's 
expedition.  In  the  fur.  markets  of  China, 
had  spread. 

English  traders  came  direct  from  their 
hqme  port.s.  or  in  the  shipfi  of  the  East 
India  Company,  from  India  or  China.

The  most  dramatic  figure  amon^'  these 
lur  traders  wai  an  Irishman.  John  Meares. 
A  man  of  energy,  courage  and  enterprise, 
he  had  retired  as  a  lieutjPiiant  fron\  the 
BOyal  Navy,  in  ^xkdei^st'^^fek  W 
in  the  tuTjM^l^^  ^V^c."lk^  wks'  '  '  ' 

pf/**£MMe  adventurous  souls  of  his  day, 
trading  around  the  Seven  Seas  in  their 
little  ships  of  two  to  three  hundred  tons, 
and  exploiting  the  rich  markets  of  the 
world  wherever  they  were  to  be  found. 
One  of  the  richest  of  these  markets  was 
China,  and  It  was  from  China  that  Meares 
Bailed  in  1786  to  Alaska.  Of  this  first  voy- 
age lo  the  Pacinc  Coast,  little  is  known, 
except  that  the  name  of  this  ship  was  the 
"Nootka"  He  did  not.  however,  on  this 
occasion,  touch  at  that  port  with  whose 
late  he  was  to  be  so  closely  linked.

"Felice  Adventurer' 

IN  the  Spring  of  1788,  accompanied  by 
William  Douglas,  commanding  the 
•  JphiKenia  Nubiana,"  Meares  returned  tf» 
this  coaat  in  command  of  the  Felice  Ad- 
venturer." The  two  ships  were  6wned  and 
had  been  outfitted  Canton  by  a  com- 
pany of  English  merchants,  John  Henry 
Cox  and  Compiany. 

To  avoid  excessive  port  charges  in  the 
Chinese  ports,  and  heavy  tolls  from  the 
two  great  sea-trade  monopolie.s,  the  South 
Sea  and  the  East  Indian  Companies,  a 
bankrupt  PortuKi  ."sc  mci  <  hant,  Cavalho  by 
name,  had  been  taken  into  the  company 
as  a  silent  partner.  Through  him,  the 
merchants  were  able  to  procure  Portu- 
guese colors  and  papers  Those,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  own  Bnlibli  flat;  and  cre- 
dentials, were  to  b«  carried  by  the  two 
f  hips,  to  be  used  when  occasion  demanded. 
Sailing  under  false  or  double  colors,  even 
in  those  free  and  easy  days.  wa4  consld- 
<rrd  akin  to  piracy.  But  to  the  owners 
whose  scheme  U  was,  rather  than  to 
Meares  and  DouKlas,  captains  of  the 
ships  sailing;  vmdn  tin  .:  i  ;  ■  is,  should  the 
blame  be  attached.  Peiluips  Meares,  a 
Robin  Hood  of  the  sea  and  always  a  rebel 
'against  Injustice.  In.  the  case  of  excessive 
tolls,  may  have  been  a  party  to  the  plan. 

Meares"  orders  were  to  proceed  direct  to 
Noolka;  while  Douglas  in  the  "Iphigcnia." 
was  to  cruise  southward  from  AIm»m,  by 


v.  ay  of  the  Aleutian  Islands,  trading  with 

the  Indians  alonp  that  route 

On  May  IS,  17»8.  the  Felice  readied 
Nootka.  Meaires  proceeded  at  once  to  buy. 
from  the  Indian  Chief  Maquinna  of 
"Mowitch-at, "  the  Indians'  name  lor  their 
village,  meaning  "people  of  the  deer,"  a 
small  tract  of  land.  The  price  he  paid 
was  a  pair  of  pistols.  This  tract  of  land 
lay^on  the  shores  of  the  little,  sheltered 
harbor,  Just  Inside  the  mouth  of  Nootka 
Sound,  named  by  the  English  traders  and 
still  known  as  "Friendly  Cove."  On  this 
land  Meares  e.stabllshed  a  small  trudmg 
post,  bulldiiiK  a  house  and  store— the  lirst 
act  ol  occupation  on  the  Northwest 
Coast. 

Built  First  Vessel 

♦HE  complement  of  the  "Felice"  was 
flfty  men.  Including  a  number  of 
artisans,  some  of  them  Chinese.  In  a 
little,  natural  bulldlng-ways  between  two 
rocky  bluffs,  where  a  small  Roman  Catho- 
lic mis.'slon  churrh  now  stands  Father 
Brabant's  Church,  used  by  that  famous 
Belgian  mls8l6nary  on  his  yearly  visits  to 
the  Ihdlans  of  F^i^ndly  Cove— Meares  set 
these  Chinese  carpenters  to  building  a 
small  vessel.  This  ljltle.j5hlp,  to  be  used 
in  ollect'ms  fur.s"  from  the  Indians.  wa.s 
the  first  vessel  built  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
north  of  the  Spanish  porta  of  California. 
She  wa.s  chri..tened  the  -  "Nnith'Ai  ! 
America,"  and  put  in  charge  of  Robert 
Funter.  The  use  of  Chinese  in  the  build- 
ing, was  also  the  first  introduction  of 


Chijie.se  labor  to  the  Co.ist,  the  beginning 
of  what  was  to  become  one  of  the  prob- 
lems of  the  Province  of  ilritiih  (iolumbliT 


After  a  successful  Summer  spent  in 

tradinn  and  exploring,  Meares  sailed  for 
China  in  tjie.  "Felice  "  with  a  rich  cago  of 
furs  and  a  deck-load  of  spars,  the  first 
shipment  of  lumber,  a  commodity  that 
has.  in  recent  years,  taken  the  place  of 
furs  as  the  chief  article  of  British  Co- 
lumbia's trade  with  the  Orient  and  other 
parts  of  the  world.  And.  history  repeat- 
ing Itself,  this  export  threatens,  like  the 
fur-trade  to  deplete  by  ruthless  and  im- 
provident methods,  nature's  abundant 
supply. 

Shortly  before  the  Felice  "  sailed,  the 
English  traders  had  an  unpleasant  sur- 
pri.se  A  ship  sailed  into  Friendly  Cove, 
flying  a  flag  unknown  to  Meares.  The 
Portuguese  colors  and  papers  were  hastily 
brouf;hL  out,  the  only  occasion  on  which 
they  were  used,  and  a  boat  sent  to  meet 
the  approaching  stranger.  The  reassur- 
ing me.s.sage  was  brought  back  to  M<  ,iri  n: 
"That  flag  of  white  and  red  stripes,  with 
the  blue  field  and  white  stars,  is  the  flag 
of  the  United  States,  the  new  nation  on 
the  Atlantic  Coast  of  America.  The  ve.ssel 
is  the  "Lady  WasliiiigLon  and  her  master 
Is  Captain  Robert  Gray."

under  Captain  John  Kendrick,  also  of 
Boston,  arrived — at  WbbtRa.  The  two" 
American  skippers  decided  to  spend  the 
Winter  where  they  were  and  gave  every 
assistance  in  their  power  to  Douglas  and 
Funter,  in  preparing  for  sea  the  "Iphl- 
genla"  and  "Northwest  America."  These 
ships,  following  the  custom  of  the  English 
traders  since  the  days  of  Cook,  were  to 
Wlnt(  r  Hi  thr  .s.ii.dwicR  Islands  (now  the 
Hawaiian  isluiia.s<.  Meares'  intention  was 
to  rejoin  his  companions  at  Nootka  in  the 
following  Spring,  but  fate  decreed  other- 
wise. 

This  was  the  year  1789,  the  most  mo- 
mentous year  in  tiie  story  of  Nootka.  On 
May  G,  two  Spanish  ships  arrived  In  com- 
mand of  Estayano  hiartinez,  who  pro- 
ceeded to  erect  a  fort,  close  to  Meares' 
trading  post,  and  to  take  po.ssession  of  the 
surrounduig  territory  in  the  name  of  the 
King  of  Spain. 

For  Mi  ;u(  ,  iii  tl;(  in' .intime.  a  larger 
field  had  opened.  He  liad  been  made  a 
partner  In  the  King  George's  Sound  Com- 
pany. Two  ships,  the  "Argonaut '  and  the 
'Princess  Royal'*  were  outlitted  by  this 
company  and  placed  in  cuinmand  of 
Captains  Colnett  and  Thomas  Hudson, 
with  in.structions  to  proceed  to  Nootka 
and  establish  there  a  permanent  trading 
post,  to  be  named  "Fort  Pitt," 

In  addition  to  their  crews,  these  .ships 
carried  seventy  Chinese  laborers,  for 
whom  Kanaka,  or  low-cast  Hawaiian 
wives,  were  to  be  secured  in  the  Sandwich

Trouble  Brewing 

'ROUBLE  had  been  brawlng  at  Nootka 

since  the  cominR  of  the  Spaniards. 
Clashes  had  been  frequent  between  Eng- 
lish and  Spanish  tradera.  Th«  storm 
br jke  with  the  arrival  of  the  "Arj^onaut  " 
The  master.  Captain  Colnett,  was  a  hot- 
tempered  man.  He  refused  Co  put  up 
witli  any  of  the  Spanish  impudence.  He 
declared  his  intention,  the  day  after  his 
arrival,  of  taking  possession  of  the  region 
in  the  name  of  His  Brlttanlc  Majesty, 
King  Oeorge  the  Third,  and  or  estabUth- 
infi  a  permanent  trading  post. 

Don  Martinez,  wlhi  larger  ships  and 

superior  forces,  replied  by  seizing  the 
"Argonaut"  and  the  "Princess  Royal." 
The  two  ships,  with  their  officers  and 
crews,  prisoners,  were  sent  to  San  Bias  In 

New  Spain,  as  prizes. 

Great  was  Meares'  wrath  when  he  heard 
of  this  insult.  The  fact  that  the  Spanish 
authorities  at  San  Bias,  realizing  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  incident  and  fearinp  inter- 
national complications,  hud  released  and 
refitted  the  ships  and  paid  wages  to  the 
men,  as  comi)enaatlQh  for  Martinez"  hasty 
action,  did  not  appease  him.  He  went 
post  haste  to  London,  and  addressed  his 
-famous  memorial  to  tha  British  Pajrlia- 
ment  on  April  30,  1790.  claiming  the  land 
about  Nootka  for  the  British  crown  by 
right  of  discovery,  purchase  from  the 
natives  and  occupation,  and  placing  his 
own  damages  at  more  than  £130,000. 

.  Britain's  flag  had  been  Insulted,  her 

territory  seized,  her  ships  taken  as  prizes 
and  their  crews  imprisoned.  The  country 
was  startled  and  roused  to  Immediate  ac- 
tion. "The  Spanish  Arm.unent."  the 
greatest  British  naval  demonstration 
since  the  days  of  ""rhe  Spanish  Armada," 
was  the  result  and  Spain  yielded  By  tlie 
terms  of  the  "Nootka  Convention. "  sinned 
at  Madrid  on  October  28,  1790.  Spam  un- 
dertook to  restore  the  seized  territory  and 
proiierty,  pay  compensation  for  her  aR- 
gressions  and  declare  all  sea  trade  on  the^ 
Northwest  Coast  of  America  open  and 
free  to  all  nations. 

Ciptain  Vancouver 

Captain  George  Vancouver  was  com- 
mis.sioned  by  the  Admiralty  to  proceed  to 
Nootka.  tliere  to  receive  from  Spain's 
representative:  ''The  buUdlng.s  and  triacts 
of  land,  situated  Uirthe  northwest  coast 
above  mentioned,  or  on  islands  adjacent 
thereto,  of  which  the  subjects  of  His 
Britannic  Majesty  were  dispossessed  about 
the  month  of  April.  1789,  by  a  Spanish 
officer. '  He  was. also  instructed  to  make 
an  accurate  survey  of  the  coast  from  the 
30  degrees  of  north  latitude,  continuing 


the  search 

Passage. " 

While  Meares  was  In  London,  he  had 
published  his  "Voyages,"  one  of  the  most 
Interesting  and  valuable  docum^tt  of  hit 
time  In  this  journal,  he  showed  a  map, 
compiled,  as  he  alterwurds  admitted,  to  a 
great  "exWHl,  fhrni'  heiway.  -  placing 
Nootka  Sound  on  the  west  co.ist  of  a  large 
Island,  not  on  tlie  mainland  of  the  CQU- 
tlniint  as  heretofor  believed.  On  thia 
map:— 

"A  chart  of  the  interior  part  of 
North  America,  dtnionstf^atii^g  the 
very  good  probability  of  an  Inland 
navigation  from  Hudson's  Bay  to  the 

West  Coast."" 

was  marked  in  neat  little  scallops,  be- 
tween the  mainland  and  this  large  Island, 
a"  "Sketch  of  the  Track  of  the  American 
Sloop  ' Washington'  In  the  Autumn  oi 
1789."' 

Captain  Robert  Gray  of  the  "Lady 

{I  J  brave  ii^um  and  able 
navigator,  the  flrst  American  master  "to 
carry  the  Stars  and  Stripes  ar&und  the 
world.'"  made  many  di.scoverie.-.  o:i  this 
coast,  but  not  the  one  credited  to  him  by 
Meares.  To  Vancouver,  when  the  two  ex- 
plorers met  off  Cape  Flattery  in  1792,  Gray 
denied  this  achievement  It  was  left  to 
Captain  Vancouver  of  the  Koyal  Navy  to 
sail  around  the  Island  that  now  bean  hla 
name  and  to  prove  Meftrtt'  MMJI  light  tit 
many  salient  puuits.

Colonel  Cecil  Henry  Meares,  dtrd  m  VHJwr 

torla  on  Coronation  Day.  Born  at  lii- 
Istloge,  ui  the  Curra^ha  near  Dublin, 
Cecil  Henry  Meares  had  Inherited  the 
same  adventurous  soul.  He  was  with 
Scott  on  his  second  and  last  expedition  to 
the  South  Pole,  and  accompanied  Major 
F.  M.  Bailey  on  his  exploration  of  the 
Tsangpo  Gorges.  He  was  among  the  flrst 
of  that  expedition,  to  see,  growing  In  pro- 
lusion in  its  natural  habitat,  the  beautiful 
blue,  Himalayan  poppy,  Meconopsls  Balleyl. 
As  a  result,  these  glorious  sky-blue  flowers 
on  their  regal  stems  npw  fill  many  a 
shady  corner  in  our  Victoria,  gardens  with 
their  liveliness.  '  • 

To  John  Meares  has  never  been  given 
the  credit  that  was  his  due  for  the  great 
lole  he  played  in  the  early  history  of  this 
distant  part  of  the  Empire.  One  of  our 
fine  thoroughfares  that  run  down  td  the 
sea  with  magnificent  vistas  of  the  snow- 
clad  Olympics  should  bear  his  name  m 
Victoria  today,  and  not  an  Insignificant 
side  street,  for,  m  achievement,  ht 
paralleled  Cook,  Vancouver  and  Quadra. 
It  was  largely  upon  the  discoveries  and 
reports  of  the  two  men.  Mi  are.s  and  Van- 
couver, that  Great  Britain  was  able  to 
substantiate  her  claim  to  the  coastline  of 
the  territory  now  known  as  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia.  Without  that  coast 
line.  Canada  would  have  had  no  outlet  to 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  would  have  been  a 
house  with  otjly  one  door.

Tlh ;  whole 
population  gathers  on  4h«  wni  rves  to 
greet  the  ship  and  the  air  of  qui  tie  and 
activity  is  quite  exciting.  ' 

Go  back  throuKh  Albernl  and  take  the 
branch  rodd  that  takes  you  after  emht 
miles  to  Sproat  Lake,  a  celebrated  fishing 
re.sort  with  many  Summer  homes.  Stamp 
f.ills  are  ;Uso  here,  where  has  been  built  a 
flsh  ladder.  This  Is  to  enable  the  salmon 
to  go  back  to  their  original  spawrilng 
grounds  farther  up  the  xiver.  Don't  mist 
this  Interesting  sight  whatever  you  do. 

Great  Central  Lake,  another  eight  miles 
on  is  al.so  noteri  Vir  it.s  fishing  and  bcauty. 
At  the  head  of  the  lake  are  the  famous 
but  seldom  visited  Delia  Falls.  Though 
not  easily  accessable,  these  falls  are  a 
truly  magnificent  sight.  cominK  down  In 
one  cascade  after  another.  It  has  been 
said  that  these  falls  are  amongst  the 
highest  in  thtrworld.  but  not  In  a  single  * 
drop. 

Ort  the  return  trip  to  Qualicum  look  out 
for  the  through  road  to  .the  left  which 
saves  some  mileage  and  takes  one  past  the. 
'■'Museum  of  Nature  Art "  In  Coombs  dis- 
trict. This  Is  well  worth  visiting  and  has 
a  flne  collection  of  every  kind  of  freak 
and  phase  of  Nature,  not  forgettint;  the 


crystal  .spring  of  nhneral  water.  Buy  a 
naturally  Rrrown  walking  stick  as  a  sou- 
venir of  your  visit.  This  place  la  Jvul  -two 
miles  Ipland  from  Qualicum. 

Englishmen's  River 

N OT  far  from  Qualicum  Is  EnKlishmcu  s 
River  Falls  on  the  Englishmen  a 
River.  This  Is  up  the  road  to  Xrrington,  a 
branch  of  the.road  to  Albernl'.  These  fails 
are  outstandingly  beautiful,  especially 
when  there  l.^  a  good  volume  of  water.  Set

running  river. 
At  Qualicum  there  Is  a  flne  golf  course' 

overlooking  the  sea  where  one  can  get  in- 
spiration from  the  remote  peak  of  Arrow- 
smith  behind.  Taka  your  golf  clubs, 
tf  iinis  racquet,  hockey  sticks  i  which  you 
c^n  use  on  the  beach >  land  all  these  will 
find  their  place.

More  than  the  earth  beneath  our  feet, 
more  than  the  universes  of  the  starry 
skies,  the  sea  appeals  to  us  with  its  mys- 
tery and  its  romance,  chiefly  perhaps  be- 
r.'iu.sr  of  this  Intermingling  of  the  "tWOT" 
human  life  with  its  hopes  and  tragedies 
melting  away  into  the  dim  horizons, 
imagination  seeing  ni  the  changing  flood 
something  akin  tu  tiie^ destinies  of  man- 
kind.  Longfellow's  lines: 

The  long  waves  as  they  break 
 lu  ilpplw  im  the  fwfctely  fctath

adventurers,  great^  discoverers,  what  a 
-jsloxy.is  theirs  to  make  t^te  blood  tingle  In 
boyhOOJTS  veins!  Ships,  their  names,  flags, 
hntis;  tnasts.  rigging;  all  the  dealers  in 
their  equipment  from  dealers  in  marine 
stores  to  ship's  instrument  makers;  even 
the  queer  specimen.^  I  have  seen  sign  on 
for  a  tramp  voyage  along  the  West  Afri- 
can shore;  all  are  touched  to  romance  and 
mystery  by  their  flavor  of  the  sea.  Our 
fathers  thought  romance  would  go  with 
steam  and  Iron  hulls.  Then  Rudyard 
Kipling  wrote  "M'Andrews'  Hymn  "  and 
"The  King."  and  gave  them  lieeing  eyes 
in  a  new  world. 

AcrdM  the  Sea 

1SAT  the  other  day  by  the  shore  looking 
out  across  the  dozen  miles  of  sea  be- 
tween us  and  the  Washington  shore.

acro.s.s  the  year.s.    The  ofTlclal  i-uthoritirs 
refuse  to  acknowledge  San  Juan  de  Fuca's 
claim  as  traditional  discover  of  the  Strait 
bearing  hi.s  name    But  all  the  profes.snrs 
in  the  world- can't  prevent  me  picturing 
the  old  Greek  saflor  and  his  fellow-sea- 
men sailing  wonderingly  along  this  great 
sea  channel  they  hoped  might  take  them 
back  to  Europe  by  a  northeast  passage— 
and  they  have  the  Pillar  Rock  for  a  me- 
morial.   Bp  that  as  it  may.  two  hundred 
years  later  we  are  in  the  undoubted  his- 
torlci)!  period.  First  pass  Inwards  in  three 
.   successive   years   the   fur   traders'  ship- 
masters, Barkley.  Mears  and  Gray,  in  1787, 
1788  and  1789  respectively.   The  Spanish 
ships  from  Old  Mexico  followed  with  de- 
liberate exploration  of  the  Island's  coast 
In  1790-1791  under  Qulmper  and  Ellsa 
respectively.    Qulmper  named  Gonzales 
Point  ard  thu.s  indirectly  Gonzales  Hill. 
Elisa  sailed  in  and  about  the  Gulf  of 
Georgia.  A  watcher  along  the  shore  could 
have  seen  the  Spanish  ves.sels  pa.ss  quite 
piauUy,   but   when   Captain  Vancouver 
came  up  the  Strait  the  following  year  he 
kept  close  along  the  .south  shore  and  saw 
this  part  of  the  Island  only  as  a  mass  of 
rugged  hills.  Nonetheless  I  can  see  men- 
tally the  two  .small  ve.s.s»  ls.  the  Discovery 
and  the  Chatham,  the  former  a  ship  of 
330  tons,  the  latter  a  brig  of  140  tons. 
Given  a  clear  day.  good  visibility,  and  a 
pair  of  glas.ses,  a  watcher  by  the  Vancou- 
ver Island  shore  might  have  picked  up 
the  two  vessels  when  under  sail.  What  a 
mixed  a.ssemblage  of  Ideas  comes  to  the 
mind  in  picturing  these  early  exploratory 
craft: 'the  sea"^ter  trade  with  its  Rus- 
sian and  Chinese  connections;  Spalh  a 
•  World  power,  but   tottrru>g;   the  United 


States  in  its  first  youth  away  beyond  the 
Mississippi;  Mexico  from  the  Gulf  to  the 
Oregon  country  and  from  the  Rio  Grande 
to  the  Bay  of  Monterey;  no  wonder  they 
called  It  New  Spain.  And  we  must  not 
forget  the  Indians  and  their  great  cedar 
canoes.  I  think  It  is  in  the  late  Arch- 
deacon Coliinson's  "In  the  Wake  of  the 
War  Canoe"  that  the  Hydah  fleet  from 
the  Queen  Charlottes  Is  likened  to  a  cloud 
of  butterflies  as  it  crossed  the  sea  with 
dazzling  sails.  Neither  must  we  forget  the 
ships  of  the  Royal  Navy  that  supported 
law  and  order  in  the  early  days  of  settle- 
ment and  that  patrolled  the  high  seas 
fruin  then  E.squimalt  ba:  e  One  of  the 
last  of  the  old  school  was  H  M  S.  E^eria, 
who.se  propulsion  combined  both  steam 
engine  and  sail.  In  history's  foreshorten- 
hig  what  a  fleet  we  see,  all  sorts  and 
sizes  ol  craft  from  dugout  to  battleship 
as  memory  joins  ti^ne  to  place  while  we 
look  out  on  the  Strait. 

Wonder  and  Mystery 

BUT  so  much  for  the  human  history  of 
the  sea.  Wljen  we  turn  to  its  natural 
history  we  find  a^tlll  more  inexhaufitible^ 
storehou.se  of  wonder  and  mystery:  I  sub- 
stitute "wonder  "  for  "mystery"  because 
wonder  is  the  most  obvious  experience  of 
iiur  inind.s  in  the  pirescnce  of  the  life  of 
the  sea,  whether  plant  or  animal.  Al- 
though so  close  to  us  both  in^sitlon  and 
in  ciiinpo.sition  its  predominantly  under- 
water character  makes  it  belong,  so  it 
s^cems,  to  another  universe  like  tiie  life 
of  a  planet  without  our  familiar  at- ' 
mosphcric  conditions  and  so  with  un- 
imagined  adjustments.  The  animals  of 
the  sea  (with  the  exception  of  a  few 
mammals  like  the  whale,  the  manatee, 
and  the  porpoise,  and  for  the  greater  part 
of  their  life  the  seal  and  the  walrus,  with 
some  few  reptiles)  are  eill-breathers. 
They  obtain  their  oxygen  by  exhibiting  to 
the  oxygen-containing  water  multiplied 
surfaces  covered  with  minute  blood  ves- 
acifi.  Thus  a  flslr  does  not  drink  water; 


it  literally  breathes  it  as  we  do  air.  A 
whale,  on  the  other  hand  and  on  the 
whole,  drinks  as  we  do  and  breathes  as 
we  do,  but  by  a  special  adaptation  of  the 
nostrils  It  is  able  to  swallow  water  below 
the  surface  without  choking.  Walt  Whit- 
man Is  the  only  poet,  so  far  as  I  know, 
who  has  aptly  described  what  he  calls 
"The  World-Belo#  the  Brine": 

The  world  below  the  brine,  * 

Forest.s  at   the  bottom  of  the  sea,  the 

branches  and  leaves, 
Sea-lettuce,  vast  lichens,  strange  flowers 

and  seeds,  the  thick  tangle,  openings 

and  pink  turf. 

Different  colors,  pale  grey  aiid  green,  pur- 
ple, white  and  gold,  the  play  of  light 
through  the  water. 

Dumb  swimmers  there  among  the  rocks, 
,'  coral,  gluten,  grass,  rushes,  and  the 
aliment  of  the  swimmers. 

Sluggish  existences  grazing  there  sus- 
pended or  slowly  crawUng  close  to  the 
bottom. 

The  change  hence  to  the  sight  here,  and 
to  the  subtle  air  breathed  by  beings 
like  us  who  walk  this  sphere, 
The  change  outwards  from  ours  to  that  of 
•  beings  who  walk  other  spheres. 

Whitman  as  a  poet  does  not  use  lan- 
guage that  a  prosaic  marine  biologist 
would  tolerate;  he  simply  intensifies  the 
mode  of  speech  of  common  men  from  the 
beginning  They  call  the  unusual  by  the 
usual,  emphasizing  the  faintest  points  of 
resemblance.  So  seaweed,  sea-lettuce,  sea- 
mo.ss.  sea-lemon,  ,sea-mou.se.  .sea-anemone. 
But  tile  botanist  wll^  tell  you  that  there 
in  the  sea  are  neither  "lettucfe"  nor  "lich- 
ens." iKj  'iJink  turf"  and  no  "rushes."  But 
he  knows  there  is  the  green  edible  "laver," 
which  again  is  the  Latin  name  of  a  lai)d 
plant  found  in  wet  places.  He  knows  how 
lichen-like  are  the  encrustiii'^  .sea\ve(.d,s  of 
the  wave-washed  rocks.  He  knows  how 
the  pink  corallines  may  be  pictorlally 
described  as  a  "turf"  since  over  large 


areas 'Of  the  warmer  seas  they  form  a  kind 
of  ground  cover  and  cement  for  looser 
objects.  He  knows  that  around  our  own 
shoree  heVe  are  true  flowering  plants  that 

are  so  adapted  t^j  a  submarine  life  that 
they  truly  blossom  and  produce' veritable 
seed  where  the  waves  serve  for  atmos- 
pfeiera  and  breei*. 

The  Plant  Life 

THE  plant  life  t)f  the  saa  la  quite  as 
remarkable  as  that  of  the  land  in 
sprite  of  greater  miiformity  and  a  greatly 
Isiser  number  of  genera  and  species.  Both' 

are  due  doubtless  to  the  narrower  range 
of  conditions  In  the  pea  and  to  the  re- 
stricted belt  of  vegetation  that  clothes  the 

continental  shelf  where  nearly  all  the 
plants  of  the  sea  are  to  be  found  Most 
of  the  plants  at  all  familiarly  known  grow 
between  tide  marks  or  are  washed  up  by 
storms,  and  these  alone  furnish  plenty  of 
problenis  for  the  observant.  I  remember 
very  well  the  first  time  I  came  across  the 
seaweed  known  as  Cystophyllum  gemina- 
tum.  the  beaded  bladder-leaf,  most  of 
whose  relatives  of  the  same  genus  are 
dwellers  in  sub-tropical  seas  and  which 
has  some  resemblance  to  the  well-known 
gulfweed.  I  found  it  washed. up  on  the 
shore  of  Esqulmalt  Lapoon,  a  rather 
bushy-looking  plant  with  dull  olivaceous 
green  leaves  and  stems  >and  with  numbers 
of  small  bladders,  the  '"tf*  "'"''iiT  t^^ 
size  of  &  small  pea.  It  looked  to  me  like 
a  land  plant  (as  I  have  said)  whose  fruits 
were  the  MTiai:  jwds,  btrt  \  had  ntvci  wmx 
anything  like  it.  Further  examination  and 
cogitation  led  me  to  decide  it  was  a  sea- 
weed related  to  the  gulfweed  or  sargas- 
sum,  which  I  was  familiar  with  through 
jjiciuies.  It  was  a  long  time,  however, 
before  Z  found  out  its  name. 

Then  a  seaweed  Is  the  longest  plant  in 
the  world,  the  tallest  we  should  say  If  it 
grew  vertically  like  a  tree.  Unfortunately 
we  get  little  credit  for  having  It  here,  most 
of  the  popular  books  giving  it  a  home  In 
the  south  Paclflc  off  the  coasts  of  South 
America.  However,  it  Is  a  fact  that  Mac- 
rocystis  pyrlfera— such  is  its  name  -does 
grow  in  our  waters  and  the  searcher  will 
havie  no  great  dUBeulty  in  finding  it  not 
only  on  the  beach  washed  up  by  the  tide 
but  growing  In  place  off  rocky  shores 
where  the  water  quickly  deepens.  Prom 
the  ,sca  bottom  it  rises  to  the  surface, 
where  it  spreads  out  its  branches  with 
their  toothed  and  oval  leaves,  each  rising 
from  a  .small  pe.n  haped  air-bladder.  It 
is  credited  with  a  length  on  the  water  s 
surface  of  from  800  to  900  feet,  but,  in  our 
waters  it  Is  smaller. 

Colonial  Animals 

vyrE  have  in  the  sta  colonial  animals 
\V  that  look  uncommonly  like  plant-,  a 
feature  that  is  sometimes  commtrciulucd. 
Thus  I  have  seen  an  everlasting  moss  on 
the  market,  a  plant  that  required  no  water 
or  other  supply,  a*id  yet  kept  its  verdancy 
unchanged.  A  magnifying  glass,  however, 
revealed  it  to  be  a  well-known  hydroid,  a 
minute  animal  that  hves  with  others  of 
Its  kind  In  branching  coloni«e-41ke  glori- 
fied apartm«nt  h..u.se.s,  built,  however,  by 
the  united  growth  of  a^l  the  meniber.s 
Dead  and  dried,  a  vivid  green  dye  had 
given  it  a  certain  semblance  to  a  stlAsh 


moss  and  as  such  it  was  duly  purchased 
and  carried  home.  These  hydroids  and 
feathery  bryozoa^have  also  been  colored 
forjiflt  ornaments.  But  it  is  rare  lo  find 

__a_i>lant  resembling  an  antanal.  We  have 
one.  however,  that  was  mistaken  by  the 
flrst  observer  and  describer  of  It  for  a 
sponge  which,  of  course.  Is  a  lowly  animal. 
Itvs  appearance  is  such  that  it  can  hardly 
be  overlooked.  It  grows  as  much  as  a  foot 
or*  more  in  height,  is  well  branched,  each 
branch  giving  rise  to  a  pair  at  the  sum- 
mit, and  is  covered  all  over  with  small, 
rounded  nodules,  each  terminated  by  a 
tiny  point.  Some  plants  have  a  covering 
of  fine  glassy  hairs,  but  I  have  not  seen  * 
It  in  ours.  The  color  is  a  very  dark  shin- 
ing green,  almost  black  when  seen' cas-- 

._ually.  The  body  of  the  plant  is  made  up 
of  a  single  cell  forming  a  dense  mass  of 
threads  whose  Ups  are  swollen  and  form 
the  exterior  nodular  surface.  The  only 
place  where  I  have  seen  this  plant  actu- 
ally growing,  is  on  the  south  side  of  Ben- 
tlnck  Island,  but  that  It  occurs  at  other 

.  places  along  the  coast  west  Is  shosv  n  by 
the  occasional  specimens  found  washed  up 
on  the  beach.  Its  name  is  Codium  ftVfUa. 

Sea  Carnivores 

"U^E  commonly  a.s.sociate  carniv'oroug — 

animals  with  land  and  their  name 
conjures  up  lions,  tljers,  leopards,  wolves. 
Jvea.sel.s  and  bears.  But  the  sea  has  tt« 
carnivores  also,  belonging  to  the  same 
order  as  tBTfTesh -eaters  mentioned,  but 
tu  a  i.ub-urdor  Tht-  cat.  dog.  beai.  elC, — 
families  are  grouped  together  as  "fl.s.M- 
pedes"  because  of  their  "cleft  feet "  or  dis- 
tinct toes.  The  "pennipedes"  or  "feather- 
feet"  are  the  animals  with  flippei.s.  and 
consist  of  three  groups,  the  seals,  sea  lions 
and  walruses.  TJiey  all  live  on  fish  and, 
as  everyone  knows,  the  Canadian  Oovern- 
mcnt  annually  sends  out  an  expedition 
to  destroy  sea  lions.  It  is.  however,  the 
opinion  of  .some  that  this  tends  to  destroy 
ttie  balance  of  Nature  and  may  have  se- 
rious results  later  on. 

Among  those  great  sea  mammals  the 
whales,  the  cachalots  or  spmn  whales  are 
among  the  most  important  and  interest- 
ing. They  travel  each  year  from  the. 
tropical  waters  of  the  South  northward, 
many  coming  as  far  as  our  own  shores. 
Up  on  Kyoquot  Sound  they  hive  given 
their  name  to  the  whaling  village  of 
Cachalot.  They  are  distinguished  by  the 
presence  of  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
pairs  of  teeth  in  the  lower  jaw.  These 
are  the  weapons  by  which  they  make 
prey  of  the  giant  squid...  .some  ol  which 
have  tentacles  thirty  feet  or  mora  In 
length. 

Whales  have  a  remarkable  place  Ux  the 
romAnce  of  the  seas.  Many  of  my  readers 

no  doubt  remember  F"  T  Bulien's  "Cruise 
of  the  Cachalot.  "  and  there  Is  that  mas- 
terpiece that  achieved  new  popularity  a 
few  year.s  a;,'o.  Herman  Melville's  "Moby 
Dick,  or  the  White  Whale  ""  The  whaling 
industry  developeld  a  special  type  yf  ves- 
sel In  sail  and  steam,  and  through  the  . 
"whaler"  we  enter  the  world  of  romance 
connected  with  Arctic  exploraaoii,  for  the 
whaling  ships  were  ploneersTn  the  havl- 
gation  of  norUicrij  Aaters  from  .Spitzber- 
gen  to  Greenland  and.  were  built  for  the 
rough  conditions  l&ere  prevalent.

ONDON'  I  By  Mail  I  — The  mandarins 
at  Whitehall  arte  excellent  organ- 
isers, but  they  are  dtniely  Ignorant 
of  the  psychology  of  what  we  call  over 

here  the  working  classes.   

They  have  completed  the  most  admira- 
ble plans  for  the  war-time  evacuation  of 
3,000.000  mothers  and  <  hlldren  from  the 
highly  vulnerable  indubinui  areas  of  Lon- 
don and  the  big  provincial  centres. 

They  have  arranged  with  the  railways 
for  the  transportation  ol  this  great  mass 
ot  people  at  the  rate  of  liDO  tralnlpads  an' 
hour,  anc!^  ha.ve  warned  the  rest  of  the 
population  that  for  the  three  days  of  the 
exodus' ordinary  passenger  traflflc  will  be- 
virfiially  su.spendrd 

They  have  listed  the  homes  in  the  non- 
vulnerable  areas  where  the  evacuated 
mothers  and  children  are4o  be  accommo- 
dated, and  they  have  i.ssued  Instructions 
to  the  local  authorities  respecting  ar- 
rangements 'for  the  ed 
youngsters.  *^r\N^ 

They*^hav6  or^aintd  ihui  children  be- 
tween five  and  fourteen  years  of  age  are 
to  go  away  without  their  mothers,  but 
thi^t  mothers  must  accompany  children 
under  five. 

Now  at  WllitPhull  all  this  seems  simple 
enough.  The  gentlemen  there  are  quite 
AccustomRTto' sending  their  children  off 
to  boarding  schools  for  a  great  pari  of  the 
year,  and  apparently  it  has  ndt  occurred 
io  them  that  the  working-class  mother 
has  had  no  training  of  this  sort  and  may 
jiot  be  persuaded  very  easily  to  allow  the 
family  to  be  brotcen  up.  Nor  have  they 
remembered  that  the  mothers  who  would 
have  to  go  with  the  children  under  five 
are  also  wives  and  might  be  loaih  to  leave 
their  husbands,  wh<rwould  have  to  remain 
to  carry  on  their  dally  work. 

So  it  has  come  about  that  the  beautiful 
paper  plans  of  the  Whitehall  people  seem 
likely  to  be  wrecked.  At  all  evenUs.  m 
London,  a  call  on  mothers  to  register  lor 
evacuation  has  received  but  a  very  slight 
response. 

It  ha.s  become  clear,  In  fact,  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  women  with  young 
children,  after  sizing  up  the  chances  of 
behiK  bombed,  prefer  U)  take  the  risk,  stay 
at  home  with  their  husbands  and.  keep 
their  tamlUes  Intact.

Conscription  Issue 

THE  poslM'  n  taken  by  orpajiized  labor 
on  the  touscnption  issue  marks  a 
definite  advance  towards  genuine  democ- 
racy compared  with  thai  adopted  at  the 
time  of  the  general  strike  thirteen  years 
ago. 

Conscription  has  been  condemned  as 
unnecessary  and  a  menace  to  the  workers 
by  a  special  conference  of  a  thousand 
trade  union  delcKales.  but  a  resolution 
ofTered  by  the  National  Union  of  Railway- 
men  that  a  general  strike  should  be  called 
in  protest  was  defeated  on  a  card  vote  by 
4.172.000  U)  425.000 

^  Furthermore,  thus  tune  by  3.817,guU  volps 
to  332,000,' a  resolution  directing  that  or- 
ganized labor  should  c'>;ise  to  co-operate 
in  civil  defence  and  sh  ruld  refuse  to  ne- 
gotiate on  the  war-tin*tf  labor  problems 
that  must  be  faced  was  thrown  out 

Other  resolutions  demanding  that  the 
Government  should  pass  without  delay 
measures  to  conlrol  prices,  limit  profits 
.nnd  conscript  wealth  were  carried  as  a 
matter  of  form.  ' 

Commenting  on  the  resolutions  that 
were  defeated.  The  Daily  Herfild,  the 
Labor  organ,  says: 

"Opposition  to  conscription  continues. 
But  the  f rade-s'^vmion^i.. hold  riplifly  that 
a  political  decision  must  be  fought  politl- 
tally.  since  to  employ  the  weapon  of  the 
Indu.strlal  strike  on  such  ,ui  ts^ur  Is  to  call 
Into  question  the  very  fundamentals  of 
political  democracy  which  the  trade 
unions  are  pledged  t»i  dofrnd 
.  "Deeply  felt  and  deeply  justified  mis- 
trust of  the  Oovernment  provides  no 
reason  for  non-participation  in  measures 
]ieee.ssary  for  the  safety  of  millions  of 
ordinary  people. 

"For  If  the  Job  of  providing  security 
for  civilian  populations  i.s  to  be  done  ef- 
ficiently, as  it  must  be  done.  Labor  and 
trade  union  paillclpation  Is  essential.  The 
Labor  and  trade  union  niovrmmf  has  al- 
ready  played  a  highly  Important  part  in 
.  the  ornanlzatlon  of  civil-defence  services 
and  It  c.innoi  abdicate  now." 

"Alone  I  did  it. '  might  very  well  be  said 
»y  Mr.  A.  Beverley  Baxter,  the  Canadlan- 
bom  member  for  Wood  Green,  a  Middle- 
sex division,  apropos  of  the  defeat  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Con.scription  Bill  giv- 
ing the  vote  to  the  lads  of  twenty  who 
were  railed  up  for  compulsory  service 

This  had  been  proposed  by  Mr.  Wedg- 
wood Btnn,  one  of  the  most  skilful  par- 
linmentarian.s  mi  the  Labor  side  Formerly 
a  Liberal,  Mr.  Benn  had  held  a  junior 
post  in  the  Asqulth  administration.  He 
seceded  to  the  Labor  ranks  in  1927  and 
was  Secretary  of  State  for-  India  in  the 
■econd  Labor  Oovernment. 

Mr.  Benn  presumably  was  laying  a  trap. 
He  must  have  been  aware  that  If  tne 
Government  accepted  his  amendment  a 
^most  anomalous  situation  would  result. 
On  the  other  hand,  refue»l-WOUld  jhake 
useful  political  capital. 

That  the  amendment  did  not  get 
through,  despite  the  fact  that  there  weYe 
Conservatives  who  rather  favored  it.  was 
largely  owing  to  Mr.  Bftxter*!  able  expoel- 
tinn  of  it,s  inherent  abiurdltles. 

Mr  Baxter  lllu.<!trated  these  by  taking 
five  typical  exmmples  of  twenty-year-old 
fecott  la  the  mm*  town. 


In  the  first  case,  a  lad  serving  In  the 
regular  forces  would  not  be  given  a  vote. 
Secondly,  he  said.  one~%ho  had  been  in 
the  Territorials  for  two  years,  and  there- 
fore did  not  come  under  the  Conscription 
Act.  would  have  no  vote.  Nor  would  there 
be  any  vole  for  a  man  employed  on^  arm- 
ament manufacture  and  thereby  debarred 
from  army  service. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  ]ad  called  up  for 

military  training  would  be  enfranchised 
at  once,  as  also  would  another  who 
claimed  to  be  a  con.^cientlous  objector. 

To  which  area  of  confusion  Mr.  Baxter 
added  theVxclusion  of  nurses  and  air  raid 
-velunteftrs  under  twenty-one  yearl  of  age. 

But,  as  Mr.  Baxter  says,  when  the  gen- 
eral election  comes,  he  and  others  who 
opposed  Mr.' Benn 's  amendment  will  be 
(  har«ed  With  "having  conscripted  youth 
and  then  denied  it  the  vote"— which,  pre- 
sumably, is  exactly  what  Mr.  Benn  is

But  Government  agencies  are  not  alone 
In  taking  the  Initiative  In  war  prepara- 
tions. Tlie  retail  motor  Industry  has  sub- 
mitted to  the  administration  a  compre- 
hensive plan  for  the  immediate  utiliza- 
tion of  the  entire  resources  of  the  motor 
and  garage  trade  of  Britain,  both  man- 
power and  material.  This  covers  a  per- 
sonnel of  150,000.  vehicles  to  about  the 
same  number,  and  stocks  of  spare  parts 
valued  at  $15,000,000. 

Side  by  side  with  civilian  organization 
for  war  goe.s  on  a  constant  acrrleration  of 
output  of  war  material.  Still  another  fac- 
tory Is  to  be  established  for  the  produc-' 
I  Kin  (if  ar  ro  en«in(>s.  This  will  be  .sited 
just  outside  Olasqow,  will  cost  a  good 
many  mUHon  dollars  and  will  empldy 
1(1000  men  Roll.-^  Royce,  Limited,  are  to 
build,  organize  and  manage  it  for  the 
Oovernment.  Only  lately  two  other  new 
.UK  raft  factories  were  established  on 
Clydeside. 

—  Well  might  Mr.  BUlinn.  the  new  Supply 
Mini.*!!'  !-,  .si'.ikim;  at  CardifT  the  other 
day;  express  his  "amazement"  at  the  com- 
pleteness of  Britain's  defences.

Tribute  to  Premier

oflered  to  luul  (he  Oovernment  one  mil- 


lion dollars,  free  of  interest,  for  two  yeari 
as  an  expression  of  their  "profound 

miration  for  the  Prime  Minister  and  hlS 
magnificent  work  for  peace/'  The  offer 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Chancellor  of 

the  Exchequer. 

This  is  not  the  first  tribute  the  elder 
gentleman  has  paid  to  Mr.  Chamberlain, 
he  having  already  given  "twelve  "peace 
cottages"  at  Blackpool  for  the  use  of  ex- 
service  men  to  mark  his  appreciation  of 
the  peace  effort  at  Munich.  He  de.scribes 
Mr.  Chamberlain  as  "the  finest  Prime 
Minister  we  have  had  at  least  for  a  gen- 
eration." 

It  may  be  added  that  the  firm  are  the 
contractors  for  the  big  munition  works  at 
Euxton,  near  Chorley,  Lancashire,  which 
when  complete  will  have  cost  $60,000,000. 
It  Is  authonlatively  stated  that  their 
average  profit  on  Oovernment  work  has 
not  exceeded  4  per  cent. 

Since  the  gift,  while  welcome  and  while 
possibly  giving  a  lead  to  other  capltalistls 
with  idle  funds  on  their  hands,  is  not  out- 
right. It  is  eclipsed  by  others,  an  account 
of  which  Is  given  In  a  White  Paper  ju.st 
i.-sued  and  entitled:  "Papers  relative  to 
the  position  as  at  March  3Lrl039,  of  cer- 
tain funds  left  In  trust  for  the  reduction 
of  the  national  debt." 

The  country  is  reminded  thereby  of  cer- 
tain gifts  made  in  the  post  war  years  to 
the  nation.  First  came  $625,000  under  the 
initials  "F.  8.  T ,"  which  for  some  time 
concealed  fhe  identity  of  Mr.  Stanley 
Baldwin,  then  Financial  Secretary  to  fhe 
Treasury. 

In  1927  there  was  an  anonymous  gift  of 
$2,500,000,  and  two  years  .ifterwards  tlie 
late  Lord  Inchcape  presented  $2,635,000  m 
memory  of  his  daughter,  Elsie  Mackay. 
!■  I  w'^'ii  Hying  the  .Atlantic,  this  latter 
fund  IS  to  accumulate  lor  not  less  than 
forty-flvp  nor  more  than  fifty  years  and 
1.  thi  :  !  lie  applied  in  reduction  of  the 
i.ational  debt.  The  former  may  be  re- 
tained and  accumulated  until  it  sufiices 
to  di.scharRe  the  debt^  completely.  This 
fund,  by  the  way-.  Is  open  to  further  dona- 
tions. , 

Income  Stfjucfure 

THE  pleasure  with  which  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  reca rds  these 
examples  of  high  patriotism  is 
the  wbrry  which  the  efforts  of  o 
pie  to  wiggle  out  of  their  obllgati  ms  cause 
him. 

This  year's  Finance  Act  will  stop  an- 

other  hole  in  the  income  tax  structure. 
Hereafter  employers  are  to  be  required  to 
furnish  particulars  of  payments*  made  to 
employees  in  respect  of  expenses. 

As  has  been  remarked.  'expen.ses  '  items 
in  income  tax  returns  are  proba]!>ly  the 
only  fairy  stories 'tlip  officials  of  the  In- 
land Revenue  have  time  to  read.' 

Here  Is  one  of  them.  A  man  who  owned 
a  motor  car  received  $2,000  a  year  from 
his  firm  for  the  u.se  of  It  by  him  In  their 
busine.sfi.  ThLs  was  rei|Uy  an  addition  to 
his  salary,  for  the  car  was  to  .t!1  Intents 
and  purposes  his  private  car  and  only 
once  in  months  was  it  employe!!  fbr  busl. 
ness  purposes.. 

As  the  man  was  one  of  those  who  pa,y 
the  full  rate  of  Income  tax  on  part  of  their 
earnings  he  thus  did  the  Trea.Miry  r)ut  of 
about  $550  a  year.- A  good  many  people. 
It  Is  believed,  are  doing  the  same  sort 
tlTlTTg  With  the  connivance  of  the  concerns 
for  whlrh  they  work;  and  the  new  regi\la- 
tinn  should  bring  In  quite  H  little  extra 
money  to  the  Treasury.

'Round  London  Q'ou^n

LONDON.— One  of  the  hai)pie.:t  centres 
for  refugee  children  ui  Britain  is 
Barham  House,  a  beautiful,  white- 
washed elphleenth  century  buildiiiR.  at 
Claydon,  near  Ipswich,  Suff  jIR.  The  place, 
which  was.  once  a  workhouse,  stands  in 
beautiful  wooded  grounds.  It  now  houses 
160  German  and  Austrian  children,  to 
which  have  recently  been  added  fifty  from  — 
Danzig. 

Barham  nous>>  was  once  a  Government 
Constructional  Centre  and  in  its^grounds 
are  a  number  of  bungalows,  built  by  those 
who  were  trained  there  The  hou^e  is 
built  in  the  shape  of  a  quadrangle  and 
contains  a  disused  chapel.  The  old  work- 
house mortuary  is  used  as  a  storerDum. 
There  are  a  dozen  pigsties  and  a  cow 
byre,  and  there  are  ambitious  plans  afoot 
for  developing  the  place  into  an  agricul- 
tural centre 

The  children  are  living,  on  British  public  . 
school  lines,  in  four  houses  named  after 
benefactors  to  the  refugee  cause  Thus, 
one  i.s' called  Lord  Baldwin,  after  the 
founder  of  the  Lord  Baldwin  Fund,  and 
another  after  Viscount  Samuel,  whn 
founded  the  movement  for  the  care  of 
children  from  Germany.  Each  house  is 
responsible  for  the  cleaning  of  its  own  . 
wing,  and  inter-house  football  1-s  a  fre- 
quent pastime.  English  lessons  are  'feivcn 
daily,  and  the  smaller  children  have  sing- 
songs on  the  lawn  in  their  spare  time, 
with  an  accordion  accompaniment  by  one 
of  the  grown-ups.  They  sing  both  Ger- 
man and  Engli.sh  songs. 

Whittinpham  I^lu.'^e,  m  .Scotland,  form- 
crly  owned  by  Lord  Baltour,  is  being  run 
as  an'  agricultural  training  centre  for 
refugees,  and  a  number  of  refugee  chil- 
dren are  being  adopted  by  private  families. 

Air  Raid  Shelters 

UNDER  the  town  of  Chislehurst.  Kent, 
stretch  twenty- two  miles  of  caves 
hewn  out  of  Chalk  by  the  ancient  Britons 

.some  2.000  years  ago. 

1  Some  of  them  are  now  to  be  converted 
Into  modem  air  raid  shelters.  They  will 
be  fitted  with  gas  traps  and  all  modern 
devipcs  and  will,  it  is  estimated,  give 
shelter  to  5,000  persons  should  need  arise. 
If  all  the  caves  were  used,  another  ."j.OOO 
persons  could  be  accommodated  and  would 
be  able  to  stop  safely  for  an  Indefinite 
period  ninety  feet  below  the  surface. 

Since  the  time  of  the  ancient  Brlton.s, 
the  caves  have  been  u.sed  from  time  to 
time  as  a  refuge  from  invaders.  Queei) 
Elizabeth  once  hou.sed  half  her  army 
there.  Thousands  of  sightseers  visit  the 
caves  eachVear.

High  Vitamin  Content  of 
Tulips  Attracts  Birds 
And  Rodents

THE  writer  has  always  been  curious  as 
fn-wlry  '  n  i  ,i:,i::i,il.s  an^  .so  tond 
ot  tulip.s.  When  plieuiiujits  sample  a  tuUp 
bulb  that  has  been  accidentally  exposed, 
they  are  seldom  content  with  a  single 
morsel  After  one  taste,  they  will  sys- 
temati<  ally  dig  out  and  consume  all  that 
time  p'  rmit.s  them  to  uncover.  T.  Demp- 
ster, V II  tuna  greenhouse  operator,  in- 
formed ine  that  he  lost  two  cases  of  choice 
,  tulip.s  111  a  .single  night.  RaLs  carried  them 
off  and  devoured  them.  Field  mice  are 
c/;ceedini;ly  destructive  to  tulips  in.llic 
Fra.scr  Valley.  They  appear  to  have 
signed  a  totalitarian  pact  with  the  moles.

•  Bradner,  claims  that  by  du.sting  the  tulip 
bulbs  lieavily  wi»h  red  lead  before  plant- 
^  ing,  he  ha.s  been  able  to  make  his  tulips 
distasteful  to  rodents  and  thtis  t|b  reduce 
his  losse.<< 

Nutritive  Properties 

SINCE  animals  and  bird.s  possee.s.s  an  in- 
stlnfct  that  enables  them  io  select 
foodf!  that  arc  i)cculi.irly  nut rttiou.s.  we 
believed  that  tulips  must  possess  some 
valuable  nutritive  properties.  We  Included 
tulips  in  our  .--tudlcs  of  tiic  vitamin  C 
content  of  agricultural  crops.  We  were 
not  unduly  .surprised  to  flrtd  the  tulip 
hiilb.s  contanied  roughly  three  times  as 
much  Vitamin  C  per  unit  of  weight  as 
potatoes,  an  important  source  of  vitamins 
in  luifn.m  nut  lit  ion.  The  youni;  prccn 
foliage  was  litmid  to  possess  an  evt  n 
higher  content  of  vitamin  C  than  the 
bulbs.

has  been  little  .scuvHitlc  study  of  the

Spray  for  Caterpillars 

SINCE  tent  caterpillars  ieed  on  leaves,  it 
is  po.ssihie  to  kill  them  with  a  poison 
spray  coiUiisUtjg  of  a  mixlure'Of  ar.sanatc 
of  leatf-ahd  water,  at  the  rate  of  two  and 
a  half  pounds  of  arsenate  of  lead  powder 
to  fOTty"  canons  of  water.  Where  only  a 
y^itvf  trees  are  affected,  and  It  Is  not  nec- 
essary to  make  a  larice  (|uantilv  <.f  .^prav 
"  lan^  effective  dose  can  be  made  of  one 
ounce,  or  two  and  one-quarter  table- 
spoons, of  the  lead  arsenate  powder  to  a 
gallon  of  water.   ■ —

drcplv  Authorities  recommend  as  a  gen- 
eral rule  only  planting  to  a  depth  of  four 
times  the  diameter  Of  the  seed  This 
mean.s  that  seed.s  like  peas  and  beans  will 
be  covered  with  about  an  Inch  of  s«t1,  but 
tiny  things  such  as  lettuet  and  p6pplM 
IM  merely  prtand  In.

Making  Larkspurs  Bushy 

ADMIRATION  for  IftfkS^IlTs  would  be 
more  whole-hearted  If  Mic  plants  were 
a  little  more  bushy.  Their  spiry,  stralght- 
up  habit  is  quite  attractive  U  you  have 
some  carpeting  subject,  but  a  little  un- 
satisfying by  itself. 

The  question,  therefore,  arises,  can  any - 
thmn  be  (lone  to  make  larkspurs  more 
bu.shy?  It  can,  and  the  way  is  to  remove 
the  growing  point  of  each  plant  at  six 
Inches  tall. 

The  effect  of  doing  this  is  to  cause  six 
or  eight  side -shoots  to  develop.  Each  one 
will  bear  a  hand.sonie  flower  .spike,  not 
quite  as  big  as  a  single  spike  would  be,  but. 
In  our  opinion,  far  more  attractive. 

Cyanamid  Dust  Found  to 
Control  Mustard^ 

CALCIUM  cyanamid  dust  applied  at  the 
rate  of  125  pounds  per  acre  has  con- 
trolled mustard  effectively,  according  fo 
results  secured  by  tiic  F'iclri  Husbandry 
Division.  Central  Experimental  Farm.  Ot- 
tawa, states  Oeorge  Knowles,  of  that  divi- 
sion. 

Best  results  were  secured  by  a  uniform 
distribution  of   the   dust   over  a  young 

growth  of  tram  and  mustard  which  was 
wet  with  dew,  Wiicn  the  dusting  was  de-, 
layed  until  some  of  thV  mustard  was  in 
bloom  the  treatment  was  less  efTcctivc. 
This  weed  was  not  killed  when  cyanamid 
was  applied  late  in  the  morning  on  foliage 
wliich  was  almost  dry. 

There  are  a  number  of  implements 
which  may  be  used  to  apply  calcium 
cyanamid  dust.  When  the  area  to  be 
dusted  is  small — one  or  two  acres — a_ 
Knapsack  duster  may  be  used.  For  larger 
acreai;cs_  the  fertilizer  attachment  to  a 
grain  drill  Is  a  fairly  satisfactory  dis- 
tributor, A  roll  of  fine  wire  suspended 
undei — the  openings  of  tlie  attachment 
aids  in  a  more  even  distribution  of  the 
dust.  A  specially  constructed  cyanamid 
broadcaster  is  also  available 

In  a  few  days  after  cyanamid  lias  be  n 
applied  on  a  field  of  grain  contain  in  a: 
mustard,  i'hc  foliacr  becomes  yrllnw  and 
one  might  conclude  that,  the  gram  was 
seriously  Injured.  This  is  not  the  case, 
liowevcr  About  ten  days  after  the  ap- 
plication the  gram  has  completely  recov- 
ered and  the  mustard  has  almost  entirely 
disappeared.  The  growing  tip  of  grain  is 
encased  In  a  sheath  or  covering  and  is 
provected  from  the  herbicldal  action  of 

th'-  c'.anan'.id 

I'.in.uiu  t  \  ,ii..i;nul  i.s  .u.M)  a  nitrogenous - 
fertilizer  and  an  application  of  123  pounds 
per  acre  stimulates  the  growth  of  the 
grain.  At  Ottawa  this  treatment  has 
caused  an  increase  in  the  yield  of  oats 
from  four  to  six  bushels  per  ac^e. 


Witepped  in  absorbent  paper  with  an 
outside  covering  of  greaseproof  paper, 
fresh  cauliflowers  have  been  delivered  In 
fine  condition  at  Singapore,  the  Dutch 
East  Indies,  New  Oulnc.i  and  .)ther  parts 
of  t^e  Orient  ttom  Australia.  The  ab- 
sorbent papar  prevents  th«  formatiokwot- 
slime  as  the  result  of  excess  moisture 
when  the  cauliflowers  are  taken  out  of 
the  ships' rsfrlgvrated  holds.

THE  colleclion  and  destruction  of  the 
diseased  a^id  mummified  fruit  from 
on  arid  beneath  cherry  trees  last 
Fall,  throughout  the  Winter  and  early 
Spring,  has  reduced  markedly  the  amount 
of  blossom  bhght  in  the  local  orchards. 
Until  recently  few  growers  realized  the 
damapinK  lefTcct  of  the  diseased  and 
mummified  fruit  that  is  left  on  the  tree 
or  falls  to  the  ground  when  the  crop  is 
harvested.  A  single  di.c.used  cherry  or 
plum,  resting  on  the  ground  in  .  the 
Spring,  win  often  produce  nlllllons  Of 
spores  which  are  carried  by  the  wind  for 
considel-able  distances.  The  fall  of  a  sui- 
gle  spore  on  a  cHerry  bloom  may  destroy 
completely  the  blossom.  Some  growi  r.. 
examined  the.se  fallen  mummltted  fruits 
curly  in  April  this  Spring  and  noticed  the 
small,  toidistool-like  growths  that  had 
.sprouted  from  the  fruit.  Under  favorable 
conditions  of  moisture  and  temperature, 
It  is  possible  to  actually  see  little  puffs  or 
clouds  of  spores  being  ejected  from  these 
apothecia 

The  .sy.stematic  destruction  of  di.seascd 
fruit  and  the  Winter  pruning  of  di.sea.sed 
twigs  and  liml).  has  in  itsfll  made  it 
possible  to  maintain  tlicrry  iree.s  lela- 
tlvcly  free  from  disease  without  the  adop- 
tion of  spray  control  mea.sures.  This 
Spring  many  growers  adopted  a  new 
method  of  eliminating  the  danger  of  old 
fallen  fruit.  They  dusted  th(  ir  cherry 
orchards  early  In.  April,  ju.st  btforjc  the 
blossOihs  appeared,  with  the  common 
nitrogen  fertilizer,  calcium  cyanamlde. 

Acts  as  Root  Poifon  . 

THIS  nitrogen  fertilizer  came  Into 
prominence  many  years  a'  o.  but  Its 
use  has  never  become  widespread,  largeiy 
because,  in  spite  of  the  fertilizing  con- 
stituents it  contains,  it  al.'^o  act.s  as  a  root 
po4«ou  unless  it  has  been  in  contact  with 
the  soil  several  months  before  the  crop 
is  sown,  or  before  the  roots  of  a  perma^ 
nenl'crop  like  trees  have  become  active. 

To  cherry  j;rowers,  the  poi.sonous  prop- 
erty Of  calcium  cyanamlde  can  serve  a 
useful  purpose  'If  dusted  over  the  siAl 
surface  of  a  cherry  orchard  at  the  rate 
of  not  significantly  more  or  less  than  200 
pound  per  acre,  tt,s  poi.sonous  property 
prevents  the  fallen  cherry  fruit  from  de- 
veloping apothecia  an^  distributing  a 
crop  of  daixgerous  spor. .  .S:;  ,  , 
clum  cyanamlde  is  apphed  to  Uie  .soil  sur- 
face it  is  not  in  contact  with  the  roots 
and  thrrt  tiirc  exerts  no  un favor, ible  ef- 
fect upon  J^he  prowth  of  the  trees.  By  the 
time  rain  wa.shes  It  into  the  soil  pu- 
meatcd  with  roots,  the  weathering  has 
destroyed  its  toxic  property. 

This  yi-ar  the  appearance  of  the  dusted 
orchards  is  so  attractive  that  their  con- 
dition is  evidence  that  the<i«aleium  cyana- 
mlde may  have  served  as  a  beneficial 
nutrient  as  well  as  a  lethal  agent  against 
the  blo.s.som  blight  parasite. 

There  is  no  question  that  ttie  annual 
use  of  200  pounds  of  calcium  cyanamlde 
per  acre  will  benefit  the  cherry  orchards 
because  of  the  nitrogen  it  contains.  Sani- 
tary methods,  including  the  use  of  calcium 
eyanamlde.  are  the  cheapest  and  mo.si 
economical  control  of  blos.-^om  bliehf  ar.d 
the  disease  thai  appears  later  in  the  Iruit 
knowh  as  brown  rot.    ~-  - 

Bacterial  Canker  ~" 

STUDIES  of  local  cherry  orchards  by 
W.  R.  Foster,  of  this  laboratory,  have 
t^taid  that  4n  aU  eharry*  orcbanU  * 


fraction  of  the  trees  exhibit  conspicuous 
bacterijil  Injury  in  the  form  ol  cankers  of 
gummb)^.  In  those  orchards  that  have 
been  sprayed  every  year  with  Bordeaux, 
the  amount  of  canker  and  gumming  is 
much  less  than  in  the  unsprayed  orchards. 
~  A  few-  years  ano  we  recommended  the 
application  of  Bordeaux  in  the  early  - 
Spring  just  before  the  flowers  opened  to 
check  blossom  blight.  Although  such  a 
spray  undoubtedly  lowers  the  amount  of 
blossom  bligiit,  our.  recent  investigations 
suggest  that  the  removal  of  all  diseased 
fruit  from  ofT  and  from  under  cherry 
trees  and  the  dusting  of  the  ground  sur- 
face beneath  early  in  April  with  the 
nitrogen  firtilizer,  calcium  cyanamlde,  is 
a  mole  effective  and  less  costly  control  of 
blossom  blight  than  the  Bordeaux  spray 
just  before  the  bio.>.-.oms  break.  The 
elimination  of  this  spray  would  tend  to 
allow  a  greater  development  of  bacterial 
canker  aivd  the  common  disease  of  cherry 
foliage  known  as  shot -hole.  Our  observa- 
tions support  the  investigatiotts  of  Dr. 
Wormald,  of  the  East  Mailing  Experi- 
mental Station  in  Ureal  Britain,  that  to 
effectively  coiUrul  gumming  and  bacterial 
can4cer,  as  well  as .  shot-hole,  a  Bordeaux 
spray  applied  shortly  alter  the  Iruit  is 
picked  is  the  most  satisfactory  contnjl. 

The  tree  surface  shoyld  be  covered  by 
a  protective  layer  ol  copper  before  the 

hall  rains  cau.-e  the  stiot-hole  spores  to 
discharge  and  the  bacterial  ooze  from  the 
cankers  to  Infect  sound  tree  tissue, 

I  p  to  the  prc.M  Mt.  very  few  cherry 
growers  have  applied  tlu.s  Fall  spray,  but 
those  who  have  are  salislied  that  the 
profit  resulting  from  its  use  is  greater 
than  the  cost  of  the  spray. 

The  Poultry  Need  Shade 
When  Weather  Is  Hot 

Ac  cORDINq  to  the  Dominion  Experi- 
mental Farms  Smakc.  th<'  problem 
of  lack  of  shade  for  poultry  during  the  hot 
weather  period  is  met  by  planting  either 
corn  or  sunflowers  early  in  tiK  a  v  n  A 
few  rows  planted  near  the  colony  house 
answer  the  purpo.se  well.  If  the  chicks 
,aie  ruiiiuim  nut  tl.t  young  plants  should 
be  protected  for  a  few  weeks  by  a  tem- 
porary tence.  By  the  t)me  the  hot 
weather  comes  along  the  corn  or  sun- 
flowers wULil£_blgh  enough  and  strong 
enough  not  to  be  'bothered  by  the 
chickens.^ 

A  more  permanent  form  of  sh.uic  may 
br  'provided  by  niiiiiiug.,a  .^irui-Lurt  wiutii 
is  mostly  roof  and  open  on  all  four  sides. 
Some  poultrymen  eve:,  maki^  tlu-  roof  of 
old  bags  which  give  prof  i  ti'in  on  dry,  hot 
days 

Modern  poultry  practice  demands  ttiat 
chicks  be  raised  on  clean,  fresh  land  each  ' 
.season  to  ( scape  disease  and  worm  in- 
festations and  a.s  a  result  if  is  not  poi^sible 
to  have  the  colony  houses  permanently 
located  near  sliade  trees.  Most  farmers 
know  this  and  haul  the  colony  houses  to 
tresh  land  in  one  of  their*  fields,  and  so 
tfiere  is  the  nc  '.'  .' >;  the  temporary  shade 
so  easily  provided  for  either  corn  or  sun- 
flower  planted  early  enough  to  give  shade 
When  it -will  be  needed  tn  a  month  or  two.

The  contribution  of  a 
Scottish  seed  house,  the  contents  are  not 
directly  applicable  to  Canadian  condi- 
tions, yet  the  siilendid  pasture  .scenes  and 
general  descriptive  information  leave  no 
doubt  in  the  reader's  mind  that  remark- 
able advances  are  beiim  made  toward 
providing  the  farmer  with  seed  of  supe- 
rior pasture  strains  of  grasses  and  leg- 
umes. 

Climatic  conditions  in  many  parts  of 
this  country  may  not  permit  of  pasture 
improvement  in  the  same  remarkable 
degrei  .i  .  n  some  Scottish  farms,  yet  the 
work  ol  Canadian  research  experts  and 
the  experience  of  hundreds  of  practical 
farmers  prove  tiial  mucli  of  Canadian 
l)asture  land  cau  be  made  vastly  more, 
productive  than  it' is.  says  G.  R,  Snyder, 
soils  chemist.  Not  only  do  Improved  pas- 
tures yield  more  Rra.ss  per  acre,  but  the 
herbage  is  notably  richer  in  protehi,  mln-  . 
erals.  viti^lns  and  carotene,  a  fact  def- 
initely proven  by  the  researches  of  Pro- 
fessor N.  J.  Thomas,  Ontario  Agricultural 
Cbllege,  and  other  authorities! 

When  One  realizes  that,  the  herbage 
Irom  fertilized  pastures  may  contain  in 
the  dry  matter  as  high  as  25  per  cent  of 
protein,  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  im- 
l)roved  pa.stures  head  the  list  nf  farm 
crops  in  actual  value  of  food  produced 
per  acre. 

Soil  Fertility  Essential 

THE  first  requLsitc  in  pasture  improve- 
ment Is  the  building  up  of  soil  fer- 
tility Liming  may  be  necessary  for  very 
acid  soils,  but  in  general  the  major  min- 
eral plant  foods — ^phosphate  and  potash — 
are  of  first  importance.  If  the  process  is 
one  of  renovating  an  old  pasture  without 
breaking  it  up.  the  first  application  of 
frri ili,',(r  must  be  heavy  enough  400  to 
600  pounds  of  0-16-6  or  2-16-6  per  acre— 
to  produce  a  Vigorous  growth  of  wild 
white  clover  and  other  pasture  legumes. - 
Wild  white  clover,  a  true  perennial  with 
creeping  stems  thai  root  at  the  nodes, 
provides  exceptionally  nutritious  and  pal- 
atable lirrba^r<^  It  adds  nitroi-cn  fo  the 
soil  and  product's  a  dense  sward  that  is 
very  effective  In  moisture  control  through 
jjrcventint;  run-ofT  from  heavy  .Summer 
rains  and  evaporation  during  periods  of. 
extreme  heat.  When  establishing  new  pas- 
turrs  It  Is  advi.s'able  to  consult  a  forage 
crop  expert  regarding  the  most  suitable 
pasture  mixtures  for  the  particular  soET' 
and  regional  conditions. 

In  thr  srlfftion  of  fields  or  areas  for 
iinprovemuit,  one  should  consider,  espe- 
cially in  the  case  of  dairy  farms,  their 
di  tance  from  the  farm  buildings  The 
best  pasture  land  should  receive  first  at- 
tention and  the  area  restricted  to  an 
acreage  that  can  be  properly  grazed  with 
the  stock  available.  As  a  rule,  one  and  a 
half  acres  of  Improved  pasture  is  sufnclenl~ 
for  one  cow  pr  Its  equivalent  <iurir>f  m 
grazing  season  of  from  five  to  six  months. 

Short  leafy  herbage  Is  the  most  palat- 
able ar)d  nutritious  Grazing  management 
Is  very  lmj)orfant  I'  th^  livestf)rk  cannot 
prevent  the  development  of  stemmy  mate- 
rial, the  mowing  machine  should  be  used. 

Pinks  are  amongst  the  .oldest  known 
garden  flowersrRaving  enjoyed  some  een- 
tunrs  of  popularity  in  Great  Britain  Cot- 
tagers certainly  esteemed  them,  though  m 
the  bigger  gardens  they  were  ehlefly  used 
as  edging  It  wa.s  the  Paisley  muslin 
weavers  who  were  largely  responsible  for 
popularizing  thu  plant,  and  they  began/ 
their  work.as  long  ago  ii  ITU.

But  m  rec  nt 
years  Mrs.  Weller  has  been  adding^.tu  her 
reputation  as  an  enthusiastic  and  success- 
ful "farmerette"  throui;!i  the  achieve- 
ments of  her  UtLle  herd  of  Jersey  cattle. 
A -member  of  the  Saahich  Jersey  Cattle 
Club,  she  was  the  tlrst  in  tliat  ork'fini/a- 
tlon  to  win  a  gold  medal  fur  production 
and  In  the  few  months  since  that  notable 
success  her  cows  have  brought  her  two 
more  of  the  coveted  medals.  In  the  same 
tin^e  she  has  been  winning  high  awarda 
with  "her  esttle  in  the  ^how  rint;  and  at 
the  recent  parish  show  at  Saamchton  her 
herd  sire;  Babbaeombe  Standard  Supreme, 
was  grand  cliampion.  her  mature  cow 
Tormentor's  Brown  Marie  was  senior  and 
grfind  qhampion ;  her  gold  medal  cow,  ^ 
Colehill  Princess,  was  hrst  in'  the  class 
for  cow  with  record,  and  her  junior  year- 
ling^ try,  Deertraii  Princess,  was  third  in. 
It^i  class 

It  was  Colehill  Princess  that  imuight 
Mrs.  Weller  her  latest  honors.  Princess 
lias  just  qualified  for  two  ^;nld  medals 
awarded  by  the  Canadian  Jersey  Cattle 
Club,  the  first  for  her  SOS-day  record  of 
13.7.^5  pounds  of  milk  and  713  pounds  of 
butterfat,  5.18  per  cent  test,  and  the 
Other  for  her  365-day  record  of  IMM 
pounds  of  milk  and  807  iiounds  of  fat, 
which  exceeded  the  requirement  for  the 
R.OP.  certificate  by  407  pounds.  FrlneiAt^_ 
was  milked  twice  dally  throughout  ttl« 
test. 

Is  On  Test  Agiin 

PRINCESS  completed  her  record  In 
March  and  in  April  she  became  a 
mother  of  a  fine  bull  calf.  She  is  again  on 
test  and  Is  producing  more  than  six  gal- 
lons of  milk  a  day.  The  calf  is  sired  by 
Babbaeombe  Standard  Supreme,  men- 
tioned above,  a  son  of  Golden  St.mdard 
2iul,  owned  by  U  E.  Burbidge.

Princess  was  bred  by  Mr.v  Dorothy  Cllve 
and  her  sire  was  Glaimii  can  l,ady's  Beau, 
bred  by  the  late  J.  S.  H.  Matson  at  . hit 
Glamorgan  Farm. 

Last  year  Mrs.  Weiier's  cow  Kairhoirne 
Fox  Ninon  won  a  gold  medal  for  her  pro- 
duction of  12,067  pounds  of  milk  and  70S 
pounds  of  fat  in  365  days  This  record 
also  brought  Ninon  the  Wattie  Cup.  pre- 
sented by  Heather  Bank  Estates,  lor  the 
Jersey  cow  givlni;  tlie  largest  amount  of 
butterfat  over  and  above  the  requirementt 
of  the  Record" of  Performance  test. 

While  Mrs.  Weiler  gives  thou^litful  and 
Close  attention  to  the  care  arid  feeding  of 
her  cows,  she  attributes  her  success  to 
their  bre((!i:,;  Their  pedigrees  show  a 
long  line  ol  heavy  producing  ancestry. 
Other  cows  In  Mrs.  Weiier's  little  herd  are 
on  test,  building  up  excellent  records  about 
,  which  more  may  be  heard  when  the  tests 
have  been  completed. 


Feeding  Programme  fcir . 
Large-Type  Onions 

ENTHUSIASM  amongst  onion -glowers 
for  the  bigger  types  now  leads  to  a 
desire  for  bulbs  weighing  tlure  to  four 
pounds  each.  This  ideal  can  be  attained 
only  by  feeding  on  well-cohcplve^^llnes, 
and  June  is  the  time  to  begin. 

Continue  at  five-^day  intervals  until  the 
yellowing  of  the  leaf-tips  proclaims  tht 
maturity  of  the  crop  and  the  msliemm . 
of  further  feeding.  ' 

On  the  first  two  occasions  give  super- 
phosphate of  lime,  an  immedintely  avail- 
able fertilizer  which  encourages  healthy 
root  action. 

By  root  action  we  do  nr^  mi  an  bulb- 
filling— the  bulb  itself  Is  nut  a  root,  but  a 
collection  of  swollen  short  leaves;  the 
roots  spring  from  the  basal  plate  beneath 
the.  bulb. 

Follow  the  superphosphate  applications 
■  with  two  dres.'jngs  of  ni'ia'e  of  soda, 
which  is  even  more  quickly  available  than 
the  superphosphate  of  lime.  It  greens  the 
existing  leaves  and  stimulates . the  forma- 
tion of  new  leaves. 

These  two  fertilizers,  by  providing  the 
plant,s  with  leaves  and  roots,  give  them 
orga.ns  that  enable  them  to  fill  the  bulbs. 

It  is  on  bulb-fllUng  that  you  then  con- 
centrate, by  feeding  with  sulphate  of  pot- 
ash until  the  end  of  tlie  .season.  Pota&ti 
allso  is  readily  available.  Not  only  does  It 
provide  material  for  bulb  filling,  bUt  ac- 
celerates ab.sorption  and  stfjrage. 

This  programme  Is  very  easily  mem- 
orized, bTau.se^he  Individual  dose  of  each 
of  the  three  fertilizers  Is  a  quarter  tea- 
spoonful  per  plant.  Sprinkle  the  appro- 
priate fertilizer  evfiily  round'  the  plant 
without  actually  touching  It,  and  stir  It 
In  with  a  pointed  stick,  If  the  ioll  Is  moist; 
water  .should  if  be  dry 

If  you  have  a  scheme  of  your  own.  and 
it  consists  of  using  liquid  manurs  eiieiH'- 
slvely.  drop  it.  There  is  In  tha'  sfimulant 
loo  much  nitrogen  which  goes  mainly  int 
leaf  growth  Liquid  manure  is  a  general 
stimulant,  buLJor-onion  feeding  it  is  use* 
\e%s.  •  — 

Perennial  fiower  seed  should  behu-luded 
in  theJBprlng  seed  order  and  sown  when 
fiie  weather  l.s  efX)l  and  the  soil  moist. 
Germination  Is  then  much  better  and  the 
seedling  plants  have  a  long  sea^n  of 
favorable  conditions  for  growth  before  k>e- 
Ing  transplanted  to  the  border  In  the  Fall

Another  historian  describes  hot.*  Yorkahlra 
fishermen,  with  great  lavishne.ss.  dresn  up 
their  boats  on  this  day,  paint  their  masts,, 
and  even  sprinkle  their  prows  with  good 
liquor  It  seems  that  we  are  jolly  by 
nature  for  all  through  the  ages  hui|iau 
beings  have  needed  but  little  ei^use  fw  a 
holiday  celebration,  pageant  and  JOlUty. 

"And  now  for  the  day  yo\^  all  know  well. 
July  1  win  soon  be  here."  /["Oh,  we  kfiow, 
we  know.  Dominion  Day."  the  words 
tumbled  out  in  their  hurry  "f)f 
and  what  does  it  celebrate.^  '  I 
gasped  Madge  and  Mudge  together!  "It 
commemorates  the  proclamation  of  the 
formation  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  on 
July  1.  IMT."  "Quite  right,  but  on  that 
date  only  four  provinces  unlt.ed  Upper 
Canada,  now  called  Ontario,  Lower  Can- 
ada, now  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Bnmswlc'k.  The  other  provinces  came  in- 
to the  Federation  one  by  one,  in  1871  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Joined  Canada.

"One  of  the  most  famous  is  the  stam- 
pede at  Calgary,  Alberta,  the  romantic 
el^^  the  foothills.  For  days  before  the 
great  event  the  countryside  foi  miles 
around  is  bubbling  with  exclfment.  and 
from  early^ 'morning  on  the  great  day 
vehicles  of  all  ages,  sixes,  and  description, 
pour  Into  the  city  bearing  their  loads  of 
holiday-making  farmers  and  Indians.  A 
lively  proce.sslop.  usually  opens  a  week  of 
festivities.  Scenes  from  the  colorful  his- 
tory of  ih«  West  stir  the  imagination  to 
wander  amidst  the  hardships  and  daring 
of  pioneer  days,  and  remind  one  that  It 
Is  only  a  few  years  since  the  Indians  and 
the  buffalo  roamed  the  plains  in  search 
of  food,  whooped  their  war  cries,  and 
bedecked  theoMalves  in  war  paint  or  cere- 
monial feathers  like  the  smiling  Blackfeet 
riding  their  horses  in  the  gay  procession. 
The  women  often  travel  with  a  travois,  a 
primitive  vehicle  made  by  two  poles 
crossed  over  their  horses  heads,  supported 
by  trapping.  The  end.s  of  the  poles,  trail- 
ing on  the  ground  behind,  bear  a  small 
platform  on  which  the  children,  reepten- 
dent  in  beaded  deerskin  robes  arid  ga]^ 
feather  headdresses,  sit  bn  nigi  gf  bear 
skin  or  brightly  aoiocad  woven  Maakftar* 
Vivid  contrast  Is  supplied  by  streamlined 
llmo|^es  and  handsome  modem  in- 
.dustrial  floats  following  k  prairie  scriboner 
or  covered  wagon,  an  ancient  democrat,  or 
Pfrtibin.  the  first  motorcar  to  enter  Cal- 


gary, still  chu^'RiiiK  alunt^  with  an  oc- 
casional craniung,  amid  tlie  laughter  of  ' 
the  speetators.  For  the  dear  delight  of 
the  children  there  is  always  the  familiar 
circus  elephant  aud  the  friendly,  rldicu- ' 
lotfs  clown,  parading  the  city  streets  be- 
fore entering  the  huge  grounds,  where  a 
fine  livestock  sliow,  hundreds  of  horses, 
aeroplanes,  perhaps  a  balloon,  sporte;  skia 
shows,  merry-go  round.s,  and  all  the  fun 
of  the  fair  attract  tiiousunds  of  visitors  ' 
during  the  week."  "How  Jolly,"  comment- 
ed Mudge,  "I've  always  thought  I'd  like  to 
go  to  the  Calgary  Stampede,  and  now  I'm^ 
sure."
